Rerorw.—The Meeting of the’ Friends of Parliamenis-y 
Reform took place at Bodmin, in Cornwall, on Monday for. 
night. The sentiemen who convened the Meeting (says the 
West Briton), expected a numerous “Mtendance, but the Mxt 
i pen half the number that attended. 
Were seen hastening to Bodmin in ali 
directions, and the Meeting comprised persons froin every er. 
tremity of the county.” The Mayer of Bodmin, * with 2 tidera. 
lity which daes him honar, had afforded the Assize Hall for 
the use of the Meeting, but the Hall was inadequate to accom. 
modate.the numbers that tend. About eleven o’clack, 
Upwards of two hundred Freeholders entered the townina bady, 
and at twelve; the Gentlemen w the Requisition met 
inthe Assize Hall 3 ‘Stackhouse, Eso. was 
unanimously called to and the Meeting was imme. 
diately adjoarned te th i Afiera temporary hustiogs 
had been erected, the Chairman addressed the Meeting. He said, 
"that having done him calliog him to ibe Chair, it 
devolved on him to call their attention ta.the purposes for which 
the Meeting was cohyened, Was to take into consideration 
the Resolutions voted at a Genera} Meeting of the Friends of 
Parliamentary Reform, held in.London on the 10h of June; he 
should detain them ho longer than by reading these Resolutioss, 
and leave them to other Gentlemen Of greater ability te enlarge 
on the important suhject, He thea read the Resolutions soicd 
at the Londdu Meeting, :

1.¢s long bec in preparation, andthe public is respectfully 
informed that every effort has been straiued to surpass 
Nature!” \t may be asked why Mr. Cozsaw himself, 
who has shewn himself well! skilled in low humour, has not 
presented us with a satire of his own on this occasion? but 
the neglect is of a piece with bis usual concern for the in- 
terests of his theatre; and perhaps we have no reason to 
regret the loss, cousidering how he has sunk of late into 
the common-place of oar dramatic punsters. 

The induction to. the present piece is not calculated to 
recover his former reputation.

MR. PETHER'S FIREAND MOONLIGHT PAINTINGS. 
On view at the late Macklin's Gallery. 

Tarse two Pictures exhibit Mr. Pernen’s well-known ta- 
lent ia Fire and Moonlight subjects to the greatest advan- 
tae, not only because they display all his pictorial ener- 
oie hut because they shine on larger canvass than the 
‘‘abinet size on which the public have been. most accustom- 
ej to view them. _ One represeats that part of: the tran 
gaction of Casting ja Boiler for a Steam Engine in Lakin’s 
iron Foundry, in Whieh a stream of Molten Iron is seen 
flowing into a Moulds Beside 4 number of workmen, 
tbe various apparatds of the foundry are correctly intro- 
duced. The refléxiéns of fire-light from a lamp and the 
poltea iron on the various objecis, aveadmirably accordant 
to reality, and the lights and shadows are tastefully gradat- 
ed. Indeed, so faithfully.and deceptively is the peculiar 
appearance of fire depicted, that omvcutering the room 
where the painting is deposited, the identity of the liquid 
fire immediately flashes. on the mind, and not its. mere imi- 
tation by colour, asis tisual in most representations of that 
element, The moon’s mildradiance, seen through a win- 
dow, presents an elegantly pleasing variety of objects. 

The other painting exhibits a.-Blacksmith’s Shop, with 
figures of men and animals, ond a Landscape, scen by 
moonhight through the entrance of the Shop, ‘The main 
group consists of three men, two of whom are hammering 
atan anvil,’ Their attitudes so maturally exhibit the busy 
action and ponderous strength of blacksmiths, that it is 
nlisfactorily evideut they are carefully painted from life. 
The tone of colour, light aud shade, is such as is seen at 
the instant of forcibly gtriking with weighty hammers on 
2 red-hot iron. The shop is illuminated by the glowing 
iron and the numérbus sparks clicited from it, the re- 
‘exions being péculiarly brilliant on the objects near and 
opposite to jt, the light beautifully gradates in decreased 
power as it recedes from its focus of burning iron, and the 
Whole presents a most natural effect pf Fire-light.

The question, as altered, is, Whether, when the farmer 
gave a greater quantity of the produce of his farm for an 
equal quantity of gold or guineas, he should pay less rent 
to thedandlord ?——On the renewal of the lease, he ccr- 
tainly. would pay less rent, or the lease would never be 
renewed, if gold still continued to be dearcr. It seems, 
however, equitable, that the landlord, having his real ins 
come increased,—the gold price of all things becoming 
cheaper, while the quantity of gold -he received was the 
same,——should make the tenant some allowance.
